it hes been brought to my knowledge that 4186 Galina 
{ivtcheva, an under aye Loviet citizen, (about 17 years old) 
residing with her perents, ire and Hrs. Tivtchev, at 455/17 ime 
Lafayette (Park Apartment) left her home at about 10 aem. on 
wonday March 18, and has later not returned to samoe 


Miss Tivtecheva was working as a teacher at the ieter 
‘an School (a private British organisation st 1355, Koute de 
Boissezon, French Concession); she has been aeen several times 
lately with a certain Gherles James of the E-compuny 2nd Bat. 
Ueveharine Corps, who might be able to give some information about 
her; the last time she is known to have been seen with him was on 
sunday, Harch 17th. ss the parents of Hiss Tivtcheva were on the 
point of leaving Shanghai for the UeseSelfie and hed slready booked 
passage for the whole family, the digappearance of the girl as 
well as her future fete constitute a wsatter of greve concern to 
them they have now applied to this Consulate General for assistance 
to lecate her. As Mise Tivtoheva is young and inexperienced, it 
ie of the greatest importance to find her as soon as possible. I 
have therefore the honour to esk you to be kind erough to request 
the Folice of the French Concession to undertake an imediate 
search for her and let me know the result.
